When Children 
Fight Sleep 


E ach year I becom e m ore and 
m ore im pressed by the fact that 
children are individuals in every 
sen.se of the word. T heir needs for 
food. 
play, 
affection, 
and 
sleep 
v ary and parents m ake a m istake 
in trying to im pose rigid stand­ 
ards based on their concepts of the 
youngster’s 
requirem ents. 
This 
applie.s particularly to the sleeping- 
waking cycle. 
In the first .six m onths of life 
m ost infants sleep from 14 to 20 
hours a day. This pattern is fairly 
well 
establl.shed but, when they 
w aken, how long they stay aw ake 
and w hat they do when aw ake are 
individual problem s. Some choose 
the m iddle of the night for their 
play tim e; other a re m ore consid­ 
erate and prefer the hour Just after 
breakfast or before dinner. The 
m ajority lie quietly cooing, a few 
are m ore fussy. Not all crying is 
the re.sult of hunger or being soiled. 
Infants m ay cry because it is the 
only noise they can m ake and. so 
far as they are concerned, the 
sounds are as sw eet as M antovani'» 
w altzes. In this respect there i* 
no need to becom e upset when the 
yo\ingster cries, provided he 1* dry 
and well fed and no open pins are 
Htirking him . 


Not long ago • young m other 
asked us w hat to do about her 18 
m onth old who had an occasional 
sleepless night. The best policy is 
to be casual and try to discover 
the cause. The child m ay be hun­ 
gry but is too sm all to raid the 
refrig erato r as daddy does. Cookies 
or a gla.ss of milk will satisfy him . 
The youngster m ay be uncom fort 
able because he is growing out of 
his Dentnn.s. which are tight and 
binding. 
The 
bed 
and 
blanket* 
m ight be checked, as well as un­ 
usual 
noise* 
or 
lights 
flashing 
through the blinds. If everything 
is in order, tell the boy 
a story 
with enough repetition to m ake 
him drow sy: do not take him into 
your own bed unless you w ant to 
start a habit thal will be difficult 
to break. 
C hildren between 1 and m years 
often go on a tangent and refuse 
to settle down to a sensible sleep­ 
ing pattern. Som e of these tots 
never have learned about habit* 
and have difficulties along this line 
with eating also. No one knows 
Nshy ex cept that it s« *ems to be a 
phase 
in 
developm ent. 
When 
youngsters are allowed to rule the 
roogt in Ihtk fashion, bedlam reigns 
in the household. C orrections m ust 
be m ade and the best plan is to 
take a C uster’s la.st stand and let 
the toddler cry it out. On the night 
you deride, w arn the neighbors, 
close the windows, tell the child 
that tonight he is going to sleep, 
and walk out of the room . If he 
still 18 crying one-half hour later, 
m ake a routine check of diapers, 
hod, clothing, and safety pins. Then 
leave the room again. It's rough, 
but within two or three nights the 
spell is broken and from then on 
the sleep habit is established.

come* around the age of 2. 
a tran ­ 
sitional stage from infaocy to chlld- 
h(K>d. The child is torn bt'tween 
dc|>endence and indetiendence; he 
does not wish to be left alone, fol­

Wl.se parents recognize this stage 
and act accordingly. This is the 
tim e to be solicitous an dslay home 
evenings, leave the btnlroom door 
ojRui after putting junior to bed.

WASHINGTON 
D istorting history seem.s to be 
the m ost popular indoor sport of 
our era. Few episodes of recent 
history have been m ore sported 
with by the distorters than the 
K orean W ar, The best way to cele­ 
brate the truce is to set down a 
few of the m ore significant facts 
that are currently ignored or un­ 
known. 
In the first place, this long, bit­ 
ter, 
bloody, 
ugly, 
disappointing 
w ar has in fact achieved the m ain 
purpose which the A m erican gov­ 
ernm ent had in view. When our 
troops w ere brdered to join the 
South K oreans just three years 
ago.

"D ear

d am e." he told his questioner, "I 
survived." In the sam e m anner, 
in the d ark est days of the last w ar. 
W inston Churchill told a m an who 
grum bled that B ritain had nothing 
to gain by the fighting, "Y ou seem 
to forget that survival can be an 
end in itself." 
The m otive of the A m erican re ­ 
sponse to the K orean aggression 
was 
sim ilarly 
unam bitious. 
The 
question that w as debated a t the fa^ 
mous B lair House m eeting was not 
w hat we m ight gain by entering the 
w ar on 
the 
side 
of 
the 
South 
K oreans, but w hat we would lose 
by not entering it. The los.ses we 
m ight ex pect from inaction were 
set forth in a famou.s m em oran­ 
dum prepared by G eorge F . Ken- 
nan the day after the Com m unists 
cros.sed the 38th P arallel, and pre­ 
sented a t the B lair House m eeting 
by Dean G. Acheson.

WASHINGTON—H w torians have 
one g re a t advantage over m odern- 
day statesm en—the advantage of 
hindsight.

Once politics w as injected into 
the K orean W ar, as it w as by E is­ 
enhow er m the last election, the 
R ussians w ere atuom atically put in 
a m ore favorable bargaining posi­ 
tion regarding a truce in K orea. 
F or the R ussians knew that, hav­ 
ing talked a g re a t deal about set­ 
tling the K orean W ar, Ike had to 
deliver. To Moscow, that m eant it 
could drive a far m ore favorable 
C om m unist bargain. 
A ctually, 
M alenkov 
needed 
a 
truce m ore tha n Eisenhow er. Ike 
needed it to back up his cam paign 
speeches. M alenkov needed it to 
keep him self in office. A rm ed riots 
in C zechoslovakia, unrest in Poland 
and H ungary, w orry over d eser­ 
tions from the Red arm y, plus the 
w atchful eyes of Molotov and B er­ 
ia, m ake a K orean truce im pera­ 
tive for M alenkov. 
If we had not given it to him , 
he m ight have toppled from Stal­ 
in ’s seat in the K rem lin. 
But M alenkov knew tha t E isen­ 
how er badly needed the truce too, 
so continued his poker-faced ba r­ 
gaining. He now gets a breathing 
space to put ujittery Soviet affairs 
in order. 
H istorian* will probably note, al­ 
so, that the sam e policy ex pressed 
by Trotsky after the B rest-Litovsk 
treaty will continue. Coming out 
of that conference which brought 
badly needed peace for the budding 
Bolsheviks in 1918. Trotsky w as 
asked: "D o we have peace now ?" 
"N o," said T rotsky, "no peace, 
no w ar." 
T hat’s sure to be the continuing 
situation with M alenkov's Soviet. 


HISTORICAL • HIGHLIGHT NO. 
J-B R IT IS H A PPEA SEM EN T OF 
R ED CHINA: 


H istorians, I predict, will also 
note that the m ost discouraging 
diplom atic defeat in the *narled-up 
K orean fiasco w as when England 
refused to break with Red China. 
Though B ritish troops w ere fight­ 
ing Chinese troops, England con­ 
tinued to recognize the country 
with which the free world w as at 
w ar. 
This gave Moscow the wonderful 
opportunity of playing off the No. 
I and No. 2 partn ers, A m erica and 
England, against each other and 
the K rem lin has done this to per­ 
fection. 
It w as politically understandable 
tha t L abor P rim e M inister Attlee 
did not break with China. B ut when 
C hurchill 
followed A ttlee’s 
lead 
and went even further than Att­ 
lee in urging a m eeting with M al­ 
enkov, he-w as in effect acting as 
the gravedigger for the em pire he 
had vowed not to liquidate.

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When Children 
Fight Sleep 


Each year I becom e m ore and 
m ore im pressed by the fact th at 
children are individuals in every 
sense of the word. Their needs for 
food. 
play, 
affection, 
and 
sle^p 
varv and parents m ake a m istake 
in trying to im pose rigid stand­ 
ards based on their concepts of the 
youngster’s 
requirem ents. 
This 
applies particularly to the sleeping- 
waking cycle. 
In the first six m onths of life 
m ost infants sleep from 14 to 20 
hours a day. Thi* pattern is fairly 
well established but, when they 
waken, how long they stay aw ake 
and what they do when aw ake are 
individual problem s. Some choose 
the middle of the night for their 
play tim e; other a re m ore consid­ 
erate and prefer the hour ju st after 
breakfast or before dinner. The 
m ajority lie quietly cooing, a few 
are more fussy. Not all crying is 
the result of hunger or being soiled. 
Infants m ay cry because it is the 
only noise they ra n m ake and. so 
far as they are concerned, the 
sounds are as sweet as M antovani s 
waltzes. In thi* respect there i* 
no need to becom e upset when the 
youngster cries, provided he is dry 
and well fed and no open pins are 
•ticking him. 


Not long ago a young m other 
asked u» w hat to do about her IS 
month old who had an occasional 
sleepless night. The best policy is 
to be casual and try to discover 
♦he cause. The child m ay be hun­ 
gry but is too sm all to raid me 
refrigerator as daddy does. Cookie* 
o r a glass of milk will satisfy him. 
The youngster m ay be uneom fort 
•hie because he ii growing out of 
his Denton*, which are tight and 
binding.

m ight be checked, as well as un­

noises 
or 
lights 
flashing 
through the blinds. If everything 
is in order, tell the boy a story 
with enough 
repetition to m ake 
him drowsy; do not take him into 
your own bed unless you w ant to 
start a habit thai will be difficult 
to break. 
Children betw een I and I V* years 
often go on a tangent and refuse 
to settle down to a sensible sleep- 
mg pattern. Some of these tot* 
never have learned about habits 
and have difficulties along this line 
w ith eating also, No one knows

in 
developm ent. 
When 
youngsters are allowed to rule the 
roost rn th!* fashion, bedlam reigns 
in the household. C orrections m ust 
Ive m ade and the best plan is to 
take a C uster’s last stand and let 
the toddler cry it out. On the night 
you decide, w arn the neighbors, 
close the windows, tell the child 
th at tonight he is going to sleep, 
ami walk out of the room, lf he 
atill is crying one-half hour later, 
m ake a routine check of diapers, 
bed, clothing, and safety pins. Then 
leave the room again. It’s rough, 
but within two or three nights the 
spell is broken and from then on 
the sleep habit I# established.

Churchill's Demand For Big Four Meeting Helps Malenkov Stay In Power; 


Ike's Korean Promises In Election Campaigns Strengthened Moscow's Hand 


WASHINGTON—H istorians have 
one g re a t advantage over modern- 
day statesm en—the advantage of 
hindsight. They don’t have to p re­ 
d ict in advance. 
Bring no statesm an and only a 
predictor, I nevertheless go out 
on a lim b to predict th at historians 
a few years hence will chalk up 
the following highlights of history 
as m ilestones taking us downhill in 
the continuing cold w ar:

Molotov and 
B ena have been keeping him p ret­ 
ty well in the closet, have scarcely 
let his nam e get in the papers of 
late, have shorn him of power over 
the Com m unist party and the se­ 
cret police. However, C hurchill's 
interm ittent speeches proposing a 
Big Four m eeting with M alenkov 
have dragged him into the spot­ 
light, m ade him appear a great 
m an, given him the w orld's best 


build-up. 
Russian 
reaction 
has 
been: “ If the W est dem ands Malen­ 
kov, then w e’ll give it M alenkov.” 
Im m ediately after Stalin died, 
Moscow was in a state of Jitters. 
W hether M alenkov could rem ain In 
pow er was 
considered 
doubtful. 
U S. experts figured that, lf we 
left the Soviet alone, S talin’s suc­ 
cessors w ere sure to fall out. but 
instead of letting them fall ap art. 
C hurchill has consistently built up 
the new prem ier of R ussia.

POLITICAL 
PROM ISES 
LAST 
OCTOBER: 


Once politics was injected into 
the K orean W ar, as it w as by E is­ 
enhow er in the last election, the 
R ussians w ere autom atically put in 
a m ore favorable bargaining posi­ 
tion regarding a tru ce in K orea. 
F or the R ussians knew th at, hav­ 
ing talked a g re a t deal about set­ 
tling the K orean W ar, Ike had to 
deliver. To Moscow, th at m eant it 
could drive a far m ore favorable 
C om m unist bargain. 
A ctually, 
M alenkov 
needed 
a 
tru ce m ore Zhan E isenhow er. Ike 
needed it to back up his cam paign 
speeches. M alenkov needed it to 
keep him self in office. A rm ed riots 
in Czechoslovakia, unrest in Poland 
and H ungary, w orry over d eser­ 
tions from the Red arm y , plus the 
w atchful eyes of Molotov and Ber- 
ia, m ake a K orean tru ce im pera­ 
tive for Malenkov. 
If we had not given it to him , 
he m ight have toppled from Stai­ 
n s seat in the K rem lin.

3—BRITISH A PPEA SEM EN T OF

H istorians, I predict, will also 
note th at the m ost discouraging 
diplom atic defeat in the snarled-up 
K orean fiasco was when England 
refused to break with Red China. 
Though B ritish troops w ere fight­ 
ing Chinese troops. E ngland con­ 
tinued to recognize the country 
with which the free world was at 
w ar.

After The Truce 


WASHINGTON 
D istorting history seem s to be 
the m ost popular indoor sport of 
our era. Few episodes of recent 
history have been m ore sported 
with by the distorters than the 
K orean W ar. The best way to cele­ 
brate the truce is to set down a 
few of the m ore significant facts 
that are currently ignored or un­ 
known. 
In the first place, this long, bit­ 
ter. 
bloody, 
ugly, 
disappointing 
w ar has in fact achieved the m ain 
purpose which the A m erican gov­ 
ernm ent had in view, when our 
troops w ere ordered to join the 
South 
K oreans just three years 
ago. 
A fter the F rench Revolution, the 
Abbe Sieyes. an im portant political 
figure of those days, w as asked 
w hat he had done while the gullo- 
tine ruled P aris and the terro r had 
F rance in 
its grip. 
“ D ear 
M a­ 
d am e,” he told his questioner, “ I 
survived.” In the sam e m anner, 
in the d ark est days of the last w ar. 
W inston Churchill told a m an who 
grum bled th at Britain had nothing 
to gain by the fighting. “ You seem 
to forget that survival can be an 
end in itself.” 
The m otive of the A m erican re ­ 
sponse to the K orean aggression 
was 
sim ilarly 
unam bitious. 
The 
question th at was debated at the fa»- 
mous B lair House m eeting was not 
w hat we might gam by entering the 
w ar on 
the 
side 
of 
the 
South 
K oreans, but w hat we would lose 
by not entering it. The losses we 
m ight expect from inaction were 
set forth in a fam ous m em oran­ 
dum p repared by G eorge F. Ken- 
nan the day after the Com m unists 
crossed the 38th P arallel, and pre­ 
sented at the Blair House m eeting 
by Dean G. Acheson. 
D isaster Avoided 
The prospective losses in the F a r 
E ast alone w ere appalling-enough. 
An early collapse of the resistance 
to the Com m unists in Indo-China; 
the eventual absorption of Siam . 
M alaya and B urm a into the Soviet 
E m pire; the probable trium ph of 
the H ukbalahap m ovem ent in the 
Philippines; the acutest danger in 
Jap an ; a certain invasion of F or­ 
m osa—these w ere the obvious and 
easily 
predictable 
F ar 
E astern 
consequences of letting the K rem ­ 
lin get aw ay with its Korean a t­ 
tack. 
By the sam e token, any such 
showing 
of 
A m erican 
w eakness 
would have had the m ost wide­ 
spread and uncontainable rep er­ 
cussions in the Middle E ast and 
Europe. 
All the w eaker nations 
would have adopted a policy of 
scuttle-and-run. All the soft situa­ 
tions. as in the Middle E ast, would 
have gone bad without rem edy. In 
the 
end, 
the 
W estern 
Alliance 
would have come apart. The most 
strategic 
positions 
in 
the 
free 
world would have been lost to the 
Soviets. And we should have been 
left wnth no choice but the choice 
th at faced the B ritish after Munich 
—the choice between m aking the 
best term s we could with a m ore 
pow erful enem y, or fighting a w ar 


of despair on the w orst term s im a- 
am able. 
Such w ere the enorm ous p r a ts 
the K rem lin .hoped to garn er, by 
showing its own pow er and our 
w eakness in K orea. Such w ere the 
disastrous 
consequences 
which 
have now been avoided. Avoidance 
of disasters on this scale m ust cer­ 
tainly be considered a w orthy ob­ 
ject, even for so painful and dis­ 
couraging a venture as the K orean 
W ar has been. In this sense, in­ 
deed, the w ar has heen su c c essfu l.^ 


Helped In Red Retreat 
M any have argued, of course, 
that we should have set ourselves 
a bolder goal than the m ere avoid­ 
ance of disasters. They have m ain­ 
tained th at once we had entered 
the K orean W ar, we should have 
gone on to im pose a reasonable 
F ar E astern settlem ent by force of 
arm s. C ertainly no one can say 
that a sim ple cease-fire in K orea, 
and a general retu rn to the status 
quo ante, is a reasonable F a r E a st­ 
ern settlem ent. 
Most of those who have so argu- 
ed have been flagrantly dishonest, 
refusing to adm it the heavy costs 
and risks of their policy. But there 
have been 
entirely honest 
m en 
am ong 
those 
calling for 
bolder 
actions, 
such 
as 
Sen. 
W illiam 
Knowland and Adm. A rthur R ad­ 
ford. The other side in the debate 
about the 
K orean W ar 
has 
a t­ 
tacked these m en. as they have a t­ 
tacked Sen. R obert A. T aft, for 
“ sabotaging” 
the 
truce 
negotia­ 
tions 
by 
voicing 
inflam m atory 
views. 
This is alm ost certainly as silly 
as the denunciations of the K orean 
W ar as a “ useless’’ w ar. The lead­ 
ers in the K rem lin and a t Peking 
are hard-headed m en. a fter all. 
Thev m ust have been greatly im ­ 
pressed by the fact th a t a large, 
influential 
and 
rapidly 
growing 
group of A m ericans w as dem and­ 
ing stronger action in the F a r E ast. 
The Soviet 
and Chinese policy­ 
m akers 
m ust have been 
aw are 
that a continuation of the bloody 
stalem ate in K orea would involve 
very g rea t risks for them . 
The prospect that th# Knowland- 
R adford-Taft view point m ight soon 
becom e a m ajority A m erican view ­ 
point, w as probably the m ajo r in­ 
fluence in getting the C om m unists 
to give w ay on the issue of the 
prisoners. 
It is worth rem em bering th a t it 
can be helpful to sound tough in a 
negotiation. It is also w orth re ­ 
m em bering th at it is dangerous to 
look w eak a t any tim e. The im ­ 
m ediate cause of the K orean W ar, 
beyond any doubt, w as the T ru­ 
man-John son 
disarm am en t 
pro­ 
gram of 1949-50. The spectacle of 
A m erican disarm am en t w as the 
g reat 
tem ptation, 
th at 
led 
the 
K rem lin into the K orean gam ble 
It is only to be hoped th a t a new 
A m erican disarm am en t 
program 
will not produce another c h a lle n g e ^ 
from the K rem lin, which will have 
to be m et at infinitely g re a te r and 
m ore terrible cost.

Income From Several

The City of Cumberland was In ^ 
excellent 
financial 
condition 
on ” 
May 31 as the llth month of its 
¡fiscal year ended. Almost 98 per 
cent of the total levy has been 
collected and spending was runn­ 
ing about three per cent under par. 
But the principal q u e s t i o n , 
“ What w ill the surplus be?” was 
still unanswered. 
Arthur B. Gibson, city auditor, 
declined to estimate the amount 
of the surplus, saying it was still 
too early to give a definite figure. 
He added he “ would be happy'* 
to get a $30,000 surplus, but ex­ 
plained that if the figure reaches 
that mark it will still be $58,000 
short of the $8 8 ,000 the city had 
on hand to begin its 1952-53 fiscal 
i year. 
A report on the condition of the 
city levy, issued by Gibson yester- 
^ ¡day, showed that $1,292,855.84, or 
9 7% per cent of the $1,322,730 levy 
had been collected. 
Tax collections of $912,537.85 re­ 
presents 101.8 per cent of the taxe# 
levied by the city. ' 
Excess collections totaled $29,- 
257.50 and there was still $59.131.66 
to be collected, based on estimated 
returns from various city and state 
and county shared revenues. 
Spending Below Par 
Spending

departments 
during the 11 monflis totaled $969,» 
690.66,, or 88.5 per cent of all ap­ 
propriations for city operations. 
Par is 9 1% per cent. 
Several city accounts were ovei> 
drawn. They included Airport Ex­ 
penses, which were $1,138.38 in the 
red at the 11-month mark; City 
Employes Pension, $1,127.70, and 
City Hall Annex, over $436.64 as 
result of unforeseen repairs 
to the roof of the building which 
cost $950. 
The contingent fund, which was 
overdrawn several months, cutting 
off some of the “ give away” funds 
to city organizations, now has a 
balance of $491.42, since it has 
been replenished with $800 from 
the sale of city-owned lots. 
Most other accounts 
were 
in 
good shape with the exception of 
Street Cleaning, which has only 
$975.36 remaining from a budget ' 
of $65,000. 
Debt service will go in the red 
by $718 63 for interest on a $60,- 
000 Street and Sewer bond issue 
sold this year, chiefly to finance 
the Bedford Street sewage eject­ 
or station.

Several accounts, Gibson said, 
may run under estimates. 
Bingo tax income is still $2,8 6 8 
short of its $13,000 estimate, based 
on previous years. The city ad­ 
mission tax for recreation, much 
of which is collected on bingo at­ 
tendance, w ill also probably fall 
below expectations. 
Another unknown is R ecreation 
Income, derived chiefly from ad­ 
missions at the Constitution Park 
pool and from Penn Avenue ball 
field. So far, $7.234.16 has been 
collected from an estimated in­ 
come of $18.000. 
The amount of the 1952-53 sur­ 
plus w ill be of vital interest to 
the taxpayers of the city. 
When the present fiscal year be­ 
gan, there was an $8 8 ,000 surplus, 
which was immediately placed in­ 
to the budget. It would have been 
necessary to raise the property tax 
rate by over 12 cents to raise that 
amount of revenue. 
The 1953 General Assembly gave 
the Mayor and Council the power 
to increase taxes for operating ex­ 
penses from 95 cents to $1.25 on 
each $100 of assessable property.
